GEORGE R VROOMAN’S “LAST 
PLUNGE” PROVES FATAL. | 


While Exercising in the Swimming Pool 
of the Chicago Athletic Club He Disap- 
pears Under Water and When Rescued 
One Minate Later Is Past All Help 
Doctors Say He Did Not Drown, but 
Death Was Caused by Suffocation—In- 
quest to Be Held Today.

The Harvey Transit compauy, which em- 
braces the Harvey water-works, electric light - 
ing, and electric car piants, Mayor Mathews 
and the City Council, and the judgment cred- 
itors of the transit company have all been 
made defendants. to foreclosure proceed - 
ings in the United States District Court. 
been ill advised, the Atlantic Trust company 
of New York having commenced foreclosure 
proceedings in the United States District 
Court on the Harvey Transit company. The 
Harvey Transit company has for some 
months been in the hands of the Chicago 
Title and Trust company as ieceiver. The 
Atlantic Trust company now sues in the 
name of J. F. Moffatt of New York. 

The Atlantic Trust company, representing 
the bondholdsrs of the Transit company, 
chief among which are J, F. Moffatt aud N. 
Bolles of Boston, is complainant. The suit is 
brought to recover $10,000 interest on 
Trapsit company bonds due since Feb, 1. 
An officer of the Transit company said yes- 
terday the water company and electric light- 
ing plant were now paying expenses, but that 
the car lines were a dead weight, not having 
been.operated for a year. A few months 
since Moffatt and Bolles declared they would 
ndt permit the water and electric light plants 
to run at a loss, and if the then village of Har- 
vey could not make payment the works 
would be closed. 

City Heavily in Debt.

the statute for municipal debts, including 
bonded indebtedness, the method employed 
by the village was to dllow the Transit com- 
pany to begin friendly suit, confess judg- 
ment, and then levy special assessments to 
satisfy the judgments. In this way the Transit 
company,hy discounting the village bonds and 
warrants managed to keep even and has 
since been able to reduce its indebtedness to 
3 percent of the appraised valuation of its 
property- This year a tax levy of $18,000 
was made and will be available for the fiscal 
year ending April 30, 1896. 

The appropriations this year have to some 
extent contemplated license incomes. The 
fact seems to be that Harveyites will not 
longer be able to stand the pressure of direct 
taxation and the ordinance rushed 
through last night calling the 
reduction in hydrant rentals from 
$42.71 to $30, when the Transit company 
had previously declared the former figures to 
be too low, looks like waving a red cloth in 
the faces of the bondholders, who have al- 
ready threatened to close the water and elec- 
tric works if operated without return on 


bonds. 
License Is "Way Up. 

Harvey saloon prospectors are now begin- 
ning to feel the pressure of the $1,000 license 
proposed by the new ordinance. The license 
men in the Council have also felt the pressure, 
but have not dared to alter the ordinance, as 
the change would necessitate another vote on 
it. 

A. B. Merritt, who conducts a saloon in 
Page avenue, on the West Side, has been sin- 
gled out for prosecution by the W. C. T. U. 
of Harvey. The committee which has in- 
vestigated his case and collected evidence 
against him is headed by Miss Jessie Farley 
of Harvey. The eommittee is now waiting for 
funds, and Merritt is reaping the fruits of his 
trade. He said yesterday: 

“If any of those women come down to my 
place with hatchets I’ll fill em full of lead. 

Merritt said the license was high, but that 
he should take one out when the ordinance 
became operative. Merritt displays rows of 
pop bottles in the front room of his hall and 
‘serves his stronger drinks in a rear room. 
The evidence is said to be strong against him, 
and only the lack of funds prevents the women 
from prosecuting him. Merritt’s predecessor 
and former tenant was Walker, whom the 
people of Harvey have frequently convicted, 
In no case, however, has the Harvey Land 
‘Association brought action against Merritt to 
try title to his property held under the land 
association prohibitory proviso.

“You have a lot of that kind of sickness 
in Lemont!’ and the inquest went on. 

Saturday was payday in Lemont and that 
event is always marked by more than ordi- 
narily emphatic outbreaks of lawlessness. 
The fun“ started then, and by Sunday 
waxed fast and furious. Among those who 
had drawn their money was Stanislaus 
Schubert, a young fellow 19 years old. At 3 
o’clock yesterday morning this boy was in 
a saloon kept by one Kacbon, who is one of 
the Lemont Councilmen. A few minutes 
previously there had been a fight in this sa- 
loon and Kacbon invited Schubert to ac- 
company him to a place on Smoky Row run 
by John Mercus and bearing the alluring 
title, King of Hearts.“ 


Invite Him to Drink, 


Entering the bar-room Kacbon invited 
Schubert to drink. Others joined the two 
until there were five in the party, among 
them a man named Murphy and a saloon- 
keeper from Sag Bridge, As the drinking 
progressed Schubert became quarrelsome, 
egged on, it is alleged, by Councilman Kac- 

The man Murphy took up the quarrel 
and made the matter personal to himself. 
A moment later, it is said, and on the slight- 
est of provocation, he struck the boy a 
terrific blow behind the left ear. Schubert 
fell to the floor dead. 

Murphy at once ran from the room, jumped 
on board a passing Santa Fe train, and es- 
caped. 7 

In the afternoon the inquest was held, and 
it was then Mayor John W. McCarthy made 
the extraordinary proposition which be- 
came known when the Coroner read it 
aloud. 

Nor was his note entirely without effect, as 
the jury finally brought in a verdict that 
Schubert came to his death at the hands of a 
man unknown. 

Among the many men who were drinking 


in the place when Schubert was murdered 


were Councilman Kacbon, the man Murphy, 
the Sag saloonkeeper, a private watchman 
named William Russel, a man named Wein- 
er, and another known as “ Scotty.” The 
barkeeper at the King of Hearts is Henry 
Gillen. The man Sootty ” disappearell. 
Gillen said when the blow was struck he 
had turned around to get a bottle and did 
not know who did it. Rumor had it Weiner 
was Schubert’s assailant. Weiner appeared

The murder was the culmination of a 
series of crimes, and Mayor McCarthy was 
much interested in it. He listened to the 
story, heard all the details of the fight in 


before the Coroner’s jury, but after a ques-

passing along the edge of the canal. They 
clubbed O’Brien into unconsclouness and 
stripped him of his clothing, which they 
ripped apart seeking for concealed mony. 
Théy even tore the linings from his boots. 
They took his money, watch, and revolver 
and fied. When O’Brien recovered con- 
sciouness he went to camp, and borrowing 
a revolver started to follow his assailants, 
whom he had recognized. He overtook one 
of them, “Cripps” Gillett, at Rinehart's 
and shot him three times as he ran away. 
Gillett is not expected to live, 

At 3 o’clock this morning a crowd of men 
were carousing in Councilman Kacbon’s 
saloon, A fight took place and a Pole named 
Sosminski was clubbed over the head and 
dangerously hurt. It was then that Kacbon 
took Schubert away to his death. 

A rowd of toughs took possession of 
Peterson’s Park and terrorized everyone, 
firing their revolvers sometimes into the air 
and at other times into dark corners Fortu- 
nately no one was hit by the flying bullets. 

Business has been practically suspended 
in Lemont, The:better class of citizens con- 
sider it imperatfve that stringent measures 
should at once be taken to put an end to the 
condition of things there. The Polish labor- 
ers are frenzied with rage and excitement, 
and unless some strong authority assumes 
control it is feared further violence will re- 
sult. Threats of such violence are heard 
freely, but they are not directed against any 
person in particular. It is said wrong- 
doers are invariably allowed to escape, but 
the outrage on Sosminski shall not go un- 
avenged. 


FAMOUS “PLACE” FAILS TO PAY RENT, 


Saloon at No. 174 Clark Street, Celebrated 
in Gambling History, Is Closed. 

“This place is in the possession of D. W. 
Nickerson, agent, under a distress warrant 
for rent due the landlord.” _ 

This notice, posted on the door of the saloon 
at No. 174 Clark street, is the obituary notice’ 
of one of Chicago’s most noted resorts. Once 
the property of M. C. McDonald, it flourished 
as a favorite resort for the sports to slake 
their thirst with fancy drinks, while in the 
rooms above there was every device known in 
the gambling. profession with which to tempt 


custom, he amused himself in the big swim- 


ming pool. A dozen or more members were 
frolicking in the water at the time, and others 
were seated at the tables about the pool 
watching the bathers. A common form of 
amusement among them is for the bather to 
recline on the broad marble ledge about the 
pool resting and watching. the others, and 
then when ready to return to the water to 
simply roll over the edge, the fall bemg less 
than two feet. Mr. Vrooman was an enthusi- 
astic participant in all of these sports, at 
which he was. quite an expert. A favorite 
feat of hig was to dive into the pool so as to 
traverse the thirty-six feet to the further end 
under water without making a stroke, 
Rolls Into the Water. ä 
He had been a uusing himself for some time 
in the pool and had joined the loungers on 
the ledge. During the morning he had been 
exercising in the gymnasium on the parallel 
bars. Standing on the ledge he remarked to 
a member: “I guess I will take one last plunge 
and then quit.“ The men lymg around the 
tank watched him poise himself for his dive, 
and followed him with their eyes as he glided 
rapidly below the surface to the other end, 
successfully performing the feat. Arriving 
there he emerged from the water and drew 
himself partly on the ledge. Then he half 
slid, half rolled back into the water. Other 
bathers were dropping into the pool In the 
same manner apparently, and supposed Mr. 
Vrooman’s action was intentional. 
As he rolled off Ben Donnelly entered the 
door and noticed him. J. Ruxton, who had 
been in the pool and was dressing, also 
watched him. They saw him sink slowly. to 
the bottom, and noticed he miade no apparent

something was wrong both men ran toward 
that end of the pool, giving the alarm at the 
same time.

NOTED OOUNTERPEITER BROOKWAY 
AND K GANG OAPTUBED. 


| Plates for Both United States and Canadi- 
an Notes Found, Besides & Large 
Amount of Canadian Currency Printed 
on One Side Almost Ready for Ship- 
ment=Plates for Printing Large United 
States Bills Partially. Completed=Shock- 
ing Scene at the Execution of Leach, 
New York, Aug. 5.—{Special.]—The expert 
counterfeiters who for two years past have 
been engraving and printing $500 and $100 
United States gold certificates and flooding 
| Canada’ with notes of smaller denomina-~ 
tions have been discovered by secret service 
detectives, and four of the gang of five are 


now locked up in Jersey City. The fifth 


member, the backer of the plant, was ar- 
rested, but escaped from the officers. 
Brockway, who is regarded as the most ex- 
pert counterfeiter and forger in the country, 
was, perhaps, the principal. He is now 73 
years old. When caught he had in his pos- 
te and $390 in 
Canadian money, all supposed to be counter- 
telt. He had Tess than N fh bills and coin 


Next to Brockway, the chief figure and 
the man who supplied the funds for the 
plant, was Dr. O. E. Bradford, who, here- 
tofore, if he has been engaged in similar 
schemes, has managed to escape suspicion. 
He conducts a dental parlor at 514 Third 
avenue. The other members of the gang 
are Libbie Smith, a cousin of Bradford, and 
Sidney Smith, the engraver of the party, 
who is said to be Libbie Smith's husband, 
and William 8. Wagner. Smith was ar- 
rested late tonight with counterfeit plates 
in his possession. 

The plates and paper captured by the de- 
tectives show this to be the most daring and 
successful gang that has operated in this 
country in years. The plant was located at 
No, 32 Ann street; Hoboken. The building 
was raided Saturday night. Besides valua- 
ble plates for both United States and Cana- 
dian notes $200,000'in Canadian currency, 
with the reverse side all printed, was dis- 
eovered. The plate for the obverse side was 
found ‘tonight in the possesion of Smith 
when arrested at his home; No. 4 East Four- 
teenth street,.this city. 

A sufficient amount of fiber paper to print 
$400,000 more of Canadian money was also 
located in a secret closet. The paper, ac- 
cording to experts, is even superior to that 
prepared by the Hoyt 17857 in Connecticut. 
Uncompleted plates for $100 and $500 United 
States gold certificates were on the tables 
near the machinery for printing the bills. 
No plant of such magnitude and so com- 
plete in every detall has been located by 
the secret service men for years. : 

For ten days or more, since the plant was 
located, the detectives have had the place 
under surveillance night and day in the hope 
of capturing the entire. gang in one raid. 
Brockway was known there as Col. Spen 
cer. It was found he run a cottage hotel at 
Rockaway. Beach under the name of E. W. 
Spencer. There, too, he was known as Col. 
Spencer. Counterfeit Canadian money was 
found on the persons of each one of. the four 
arrested, and the secret service officers say 
they haveaclear case, In Brockway’s’ rooms 
were found a $1,000 railroad bond and a 
number of unused checks on various banks 
throughout the country. Several hundred 
dollars in Canadian $10 notes, supposed to be 
counterfeits, were found in a bureau drawer. 

Smith, the-engraver of the gang, was not 
found until late tonight at his home, No. 4 
East. Fourteenth.street.. The plates and en- 
gravings found in his rooms would make a 
plant foragang of less daring counterfeiters. 
A search of his rooms resulted in the findin 
of a half-finished plate for $400 Unite 
States gold certificates. Smith is the son of 
a. noted counterfeiter, Charles E. Smith. 

Brockway is perhaps better known as a 
forger than as 4 counterfeiter, although he 
has a long record as both. In many respects 
he is one of the most notorious of his class 
this country has produced. Only one crook 
overshadowed him, Tom Ballard. 

Brockway's history is beyond doubt the 
most extraordinary in the literature of 
crooks and crime. For almost half a cent- 


ury he has been the most dangerous sort of 


criminal, and an almost constant source of 
fear and anxiety to the officials oe with 
pro the * a 


abbut 1845, 
* Was committed soon after the war — — 


when the government began to issue bonds. 
On the 7-30 bonds his work was of such ex- 
ceptional cleverness that $90,000 of the issue 
got into the government vaults before any 
suspicion Was aroused. He surrendered the 
plates and was released. 

Brockway was arrested in 1880 for counter- 
feiting and forging $1,000 6 per cent United 
States coupon bonds, and got thirty years. 
He did not serve a day of this sentence. In 
1888 he got five years for forging Morris and 
Essex railroad bonds. 


LEACH FAINTED BEFORE HE DIED, 


Shocking Scene at the Execution of a Wom- 
an- Killer. 


New York, Aug. 5.— Richard Leach was 
électrocuted in Sing Sing  pricon at 
noon today. Leach, leaning on the arm 
of Chaplain Weil, entered the chair at 
1145. He was. weak and almost im- 
mediately after he sat down in the 
chair he fainted. He was in this condition 
when the fatal shock was turned on. When 
the current was applied (1,700 volts) the vic- 
tim; a small, chubby faced man, sprang for- 
ward against the straps when the cloth 
mask dropped away and exposed his face, 
terrible in its horror. His eyes were open 
and before the current had been on five sec- 
onds his breast heaved and from the lips 
there came a gurgling sound. 

After the current had been on one Ante 
and fifty-seven seconds it was turned off, 
and the doctors gathered about the chair 
and began to examine the body, There was 
no sign of pulsation or heart beat and the 
doctors after conferring for a minute or two 
decided that a second shock was unneces- 
sary and pronounced the man dead. The 
body was then removed from the chair. 

The witnesses entered the death chamber 
at 11:08. Electrician Davis then made the 
usual test of the apparatus by placing about 
twenty-five incandescent lamps on the chair. 
He explained that this was the amount of 
current which would be sent through the 
condemned man’s body. When Warden Sage 
went to Leach's cell and told him that his 
time had come Leach promptly responded, 
nat | am giad of it, Warden. I am ready to 
go.” 

Before he started for the execution cham- 
ber he asked Warden Sage to give him the 
lock of hair of his dead wife which he had 
among his effects when he ‘was brought to 
the prison seme months ago. He told the 
Warden ‘that he wanted to die holding this 
lock of hair in his hand. The request was 
granted. 


Leach killed Mary Hope Newkirk, his 
mistress, after frequent quarrels on account 
of the attentions paid to the woman by her 
uncle, 8. H. Moore. The crime was com- 
mitted Sunday, Nov. 18, 1894, Leach cutting 
the woman’s throat with a knife, severing 
the jugular vein. When Leach saw that he 
had committed murder he tried to commit 
suicide by cutting his throat with the same 
knife. After he cut his throat he wrote ona 
slate that he killed Mary Newkirk, and also 
a note stating that he loved her and before 
he would allow another man to live with her 
he killed her.

Much excitement prevailed this morning 
when a rumor was afloat.to the effect that a 
dynamite bomb was found near the gate to 
the grounds of Manager Dalsell's residence. 
The rumor was confirmed this evening, The 
bomb was found by a little boy, and a man, 
who suspected what the deadly instrument 
was, purchased it of the lad for five cents. 

It wasgiven to the policeanda chemist an- 
alyzed it and found it to contain fifty-five 
parts nitro-glycerine.

It was reported another one was found In 
a quarter near No. 3, but the authority isnot 
reliable.

Publication of the fact of Mr. Cable’s 
intended visit to Chicago Aug. 15 and its 
possible outcome has caused a great change 
in the sentiments and tactics of one part of 
the free silver faction of the Democracy: The 
Cook County Executive committee is suing 
for peace.

The plan most fa- 
vored is the formation of two committees, 
each with double the menibership of the 
present county organization. One of these 
committees will be given charge of all Demo- 
cratic affairs in Chicago, while the other will 
look after the skeleton interests of the party 
in the strong Republican territory in Cook 
County outside of Chicago, If this scheme is 
adopted ‘a convention will be held about the 
time the one for nominating Drainage Trust- 
ees is called, and at this convention the mem- 
bers of the two committees will be selected. 
This plan of settlement is based upon the 
idea that all the men who ere now clamoring 
against miscontrol of the party want is rep- 
resentation on the committees, that having 
two big bodies, places will be provided for all 
the kickers,“ and everybody will be happy. 
If ali the local malcontents were men who 
were simply looking for a voice in party con- 
trol for the 4 — u would give them, this 
two- barrel committee idea might be a 
nacea. But there are those in the local 
mocracy who have the interest of their 
party really at heart and don’t want to see 
the State machinery continue in control of 
the Hinrichsen-Altgeld free silver combine, 
and it is from this source the appeal for the 
aid Ben Cable may extent has gone forth, 
Mere representation on big committees will 
not satisty these men. Something in the way 
of an understanding about fair play in the se- 
lection of delegates to the next State conven- 
tion will have to be made so there will be no 
freeze-out game when it comes to the nam- 
ing of a new State committee.

TWO. OHIO RIVER STEAMERS BURNED. 


Flames Piay Havoc Along Cincinnati's 


Water Front- Loss $100,000. 


Cincinnati, O., Aug. 5.—A fire broke out 
this afternoon on the Big Sanay wharfboat. 
It was under control in an hour, but a num- 
ber of wharfboats were destroyed and others 
damaged, and two steamers, the Big Sandy 
and the Carroliton, were burned tu the water's 
edge. The loss on the Big Sandy is 835.000, 
and on the Carrollton $30,000, not including 
cargoes. Thelosson the wharfboats makes 
the total over $100,000. The steamers Bed. 
ford, Scotia, and Tacoma narrowiy escaped 
destruction. The Cincinnati and- Louisville 
Mail line large wharfboat narrowly escaped. 

The Big Sandy came ia today from Louis- 
ville, and was unloading and loadmg pre- 
peratory to returning to Louisville tonight, 
when the fire broke out in some baled hay, 
It spread like an explosion. to the wharfboats 
and other craft. The Carrollton was next to 
the Big Sandy, and could not put out iu time 
to save itself. All other boats in the harbor 
pulled out and proceeded to fight the fire. 

If any of the roustabouts were asleep they 
may be lost. There were no passengers on 
the boats at the time and all members of the 
Grewe are accounted for. Fireman Bennett 
was overcome by heat and is unconscious at 
the hospital. Hemaydie. William R. Shaw, 
Superintendent of wharfboat, Fireman 
Jack Cra wley, and William Kibby were badly 
burned, ana the fireman of the Big Sandy 
was also badly burned.

what the meteorologists insist should be 
called a tornado, while the telegraphed de- 
scriptions are not equally decisive for the 
storm in the Hast. This is but a sample of 
a strange perversity which has been called 
attention to in Tue TRIBUNE more than 
once. The kind of storm which the student 
of meteorology says ought to be called a 
tornado is not one in the estimation of the 
ordinary American citizen, and it is a ques- 
tion if the second ever will give way to the 
first in this particular. All this suggests it 
as possible that the people are right and the. 
meteorologists wrong, if the meaning of a 
word ought to be taken as that understood 
for it by the great majority of those who use 
it. Perhaps the historical dictionary of the 
future will contain some such explanation 
as the following for the word “‘cyclone”: A 
rotary movement of a mass of air, the axis 
of the motion being perpendicular, or near- 
ly so, to the surface over which it moves. 
The meteorologists of the nineteenth cent- 
ury applied the word to the movement of 
a column of air several scores or hundreds 
of miles in diameter. But, in deference to 
popular opinion, it now is applied to a col- 
umn of air only a few yards in diameter 
which rotates rapidly and moves swiftly 
over the ground in nearly a straight line, 
sweeping everything in its path as with “the

A lit- 
tle handful of Bannocks who have been liv- 
ing in peace for seventeen years, and who 
had been hunting elk for food, as their 
treaty provides they may, are hurriedly 
fleeing back to the reservation to avoid be- 
ing killed by settlers as their companions 
were killed by the Constable’s posse. 

That is all there is of the Bannock war.

to a height of forty feet; and we were told 
it is very plentiful in the forests or jungles 
in certain parts of Ceylon, where it is ap- 
parently indigenous. The shoots from 
which the sticks of cinnamon are obtained . 
with which we are familiar seldom grow to 
a greater height than fifteen feet. As our 
guide informed us, they are cut down tothe 
stump every year, and a new crop of sap- 
lings. springs up in their place. The young 
leaves of the cinnamon laurel are at first 
of a vivid scarlet color, but assume a dark 
green hue when the berries, which develop 
from small white flowers, have ripened. 
These berries are of a brown or purple color 
and a fragrant oil is obtained from them by 
the natives with which ‘they anoint their 
bodies. Wax tapers are also made from the 
berries, which are used in the temples of the 
Buddhists. 
„We saw numbers of natives at work on 
the plantations, cutting, stripping, and 
scraping the cinnamon, preparatory to its 
being dried and packed for market. It is 
the inner bark of the ‘shoot’ which fur- 
nishes the einnamon of commerce, and the 
process of preparation consists of first strip- 
ping off the leaves, and after cutting the 
shoot into pieces of convenient. length, a 
peculiar-looking knife is used with which 
the bark is slit and then peeled off with the 
fingers, in pieces as nearly as possible of 
uniform size. The men who cut and peel 
the shoots belong entirely to the Chalia 
caste, and one of the illustrations shows 
them at work cutting.

It was a highly important event, though 
next to the Declaration of Independence, 
July 4, 1776, the treaty of 1783, by which 
England acknowledged the independence 
of the thirteen colonies as a separate Na- 
tion, was the most important event of the 
For 
several years after the close of the revolu- 
tionary war England had done all it could to 
injure our commerce and industry, enforcing 
rigidly its navigation acts excluding our 
merchant ships from the West India trade 
and impressing from them sailors for the 
British navy. An embargo was laid by our 
government on British vessels and this 
country was on the verge ef another war 
with Great Britain when Washington sent 
John Jay there with instructions to negotiate 
a treaty. The terms as arranged by him 


were formally ratified by the United States 


in June. ' 

The assurance that England had acknowl- 
edged our commercial freedom gave a great 
stimulus to our foreign commerce, which 
almost doubled in a single year. It jumped 
from less than 68 millions in 1794 to nearly 
118 millions in 1795, marking the first great 
era of business prosperity in the United 
States. The population then was about 
4,600,000, so that both our population and 
foreign ¢bmmerce now are about fifteen 
times greater than a hundred years ago. 

In that year, 1705, the New York Prices 
Current was established, intended to be the 
voice of the new commercial life. The paper 
now is called the Shipping and Commercial 
List and New York Price Current. As the 
oldest commercial papér in America its man- 
agers propose to celebrate its own centen« 
nial and that of the commercial Mberty of 
our Nation by publishing a memorial of 
American development in the three great 


fields of our country’s prosperity, agricult- | 


ure, commerce, and manufactures. The 
work is to be edited by Chauncey M. Depew 
and one hundred well-qualified Americans 
will each write a chapter showing the enor- 
mous progress made during the century in 
the field treated of by him.

PICNIC FOR THE AGED 


GERMAN OLD SETTLERS ENJOY A 
DAY IN OGDEN'S GROVE, 


* 


With the Usual Accompaniment of Music, 


Feasting, Dancing, Racing, and Other 
Sports the Day Passes Pleasantly for 
the Pioneers as Well as for Their 
Children, Grandchildren, and Great 
Grandchildren—Medals Are Awarded 
the Oldest as Well as the Bravest. 


It was old settlers’ day yesterday in the 
calendar of the Chicago Turngemeinde and 
Ogden’s Grove was accordingly jammed to 
its fullest capacity with old settlers, their 
children, grandchildren, and great-grand- 
children. . 

From a numeric standpoint it appeared 
there are as many old settlers in Chicago as 
were here twenty years ago~when old set- 
tlers’ picnics were more of a novelty. Yes- 
terday’s register showed many names whose 
owners had taken up their residence in Chi- 
cago at no earlier a date than 1873. Many of 
the real old-timers, however, whose presence 
in the immense crowd which annually cele- 
brates old settlers’ day has heretofore been 
as regularly looked for as the sun itself were 
not sought yesterday, but although tender 
words were spoken when the dead were re- 
called, the general gayety of the day was 
unmarred by sadness. 

The gayety began early in the afternoon 
and there was no cessation in the enjoy- 
ment until late in the evening. When one 
or another of the bands was not discoursing 
music the Turner Miinnerchor was sending 
forth delicious harmony to the great de- 
light of the old settlers and their friends. 

The children had no end of a- good time. 
There were prizes awarded by the score for 


as many different contests and after the 


winners had received the tokens of ther suc- 
cess the remainder of the presents were 
Scattered broadcast among the little ones. 

The prizes were given out from what was 
known as the picnic headquarters, where 
Max Stern had sat all day registering the 
oldest of the old settlers and those who were 
in active competition for the gold medals 
which are annually awarded. 


Awarding the Prizes. 

John Kelly was awarded a box of mechan- 
ic’s tools in miniature for disposing of the 
largest quantity of pie in the shortest space 
of time. Annie Wagner carried off the first 
prize for breaking a flower pot with a base- 
ball bat, Sadie Duffy the second, Mary Rein- 
stelt the third, Mary McDonald the fourth, 
and Maggie Schuster the fifth. Miss F. Kel- 
ler took the first and Mrs. W. 8. Beaubien 
the second prize in the foot race for women 
over 20 years of age, and Mrs. Nikolas the 
first and Miss Christine Bitterlin the second 
for throwing the ring. Mrs. Dora Peters 
won in the fat women’s race and Mrs, Hen- 
rietta Cook ran second. F. W. Seelow took 
the first and R. Clark the second prize as 
the fleetest-footed fat men. 

When it came to the dancing the young 
people gathered around the pavilion devoted 
to the pleasure of the old dancers and 
watched the latter make the sparks fly in a 
manner they would never have given their 
mothers, fathers, grandfathers, and grand- 
mothers credit for if they had not witnessed 
it with their own eyes. As the two oldest 
couples upon the floor F. Kummeraw and 
Christine Schultz, aged, respectively, 82 and 
84 years, and George Benner and Eleanor 
Schmidt, 72 and 79 years old, were awarded 
gold medals. Other medals were awarded 
as follows: 

Oldest German settler, George Schneider, who 
came to Chicago in 1833. Susanna Hummelshein, 
No. 483 West Harrison street, who has lived in Chi- 
cago since 1834, was the oldest woman settler on 
the grounds. John Sweeney, No. 2825 Milwaukee 
avenue, 88 years old and a resident of Chicago 
since 1834, was the oldest settler of a nationality 
other than German. Mrs. Sarah Ward Adams, 
No. 467 Warren avenue, who can boast a year’s 
longer residence than can John Sweeney, was the 
oldest woman settler other than of the German na- 
tionality. Henry Schroeder, 72 years old and liv- 
ing in North Des plaines, showed he had conduct- 
ed a saloon business in the same locality for thirty- 
nine years. Franz Stamm, No. 212 North Clark 
street, received his medal for working the longest 
time continuously in the same place. For fifty- 
six years he has been connected with the car shops 
of the Chicago and Northwestern railroad. Mrs. 
Virginia L. A. Van Horn won similar honors, for 
she retained her position,at No, 131 Clybourn ave- 
nue for twenty-two years and six months. John

“I have conducted this investigation,“ he 
said, “against great odds and with little 
hopeat the start of discovering evidence suf- 
ficient to make out a case of murder against 
Holmes, I gave to the newspapers as much 
of the results as I thought prudent under the 
circumstances.

Find More Blood-Stained Clothes. 


Chief Badenoch, Assistant Chief Ross, and 
Inspector Fitzpatrick were all closeted in the 
Chief's office from 7 until 11 o’clock last 
night. They claimed they were attending to 
some routine matters in connection with the 
department, matters which had gotten be- 
hind during the Holmes investigation. 

The workmen at the castle yesterday 
started to clean out Mrs. Conner’s room, 
where Sunday they found the stained over- 
alls and undershirt. They carried out the 
mortar, and letters, and papers, and with 
the débris several articles of clothing evi- 
dently once a part of a child’s clothes, anda 
shirt and trousers. The clothes are by the 
police supposed to belong to a child of about 
8 years, while the trousers are thought to 
have been the property of a fully developed 
man. Both were badly stained and were 
handed over to the physician in attendance, 
who, on examination, pronounced them to be 
those of blood from a human being. The 
discovery caused a search of the room, and 
for that purpose lights were taken into it. 
The doors were carefully scanned, and on 
the walls were stains that on examination 
2 pronounced to be of blood from a human 

ing. 

The search led from the sleeping-room to 
the bath-room, in which are located the trap- 
door and secret stairs leading into the base- 
ment. 

The baseboard in the bathroom was taken 
off and taken into the light and examined 
with a powerful glass and again was blood 
found. Then the searchers took down the 
door of the bathroom, and taking it into the 
light examined it, and on the side that rested 
against the wall when the door was opened 
were stains of blood. The inside of the bath- 
room was then examiged and on the wall 
close to the jamb of the door was a stain of 
considerable dimensions almost soaked into 

_the old and dirty wall paper, which was also 
‘said by the doctor to be blood. Then the 
dining-room occupied by Mrs. Conner was 
examined, and on the door were stains as 
if from blood-stained fingers. Several pieces 
were taken from the door and placed under 
a strong magnifying glass, and the stains 
were also pronounced blood. 


Bloody Marks in the Bathroom, 


In no case can the blood stains be seen ex- 
cept under a strong glass, when they become 
plain. In the bathroom it would appear as 
if a body had been placed against the base- 
board while the trap was being lifted, the 
door being closed at the time. 

After finding the blood stains the police 
tcok the doors and pieces of board and locked 
them up for safe keeping. The pieces of 
clothing were put in a telescope sachel that 
once belonged to Minnie Williams and were 
taken to Chief Badenoch’s office, where 
Quinlan and his wife will be asked to iden- 
tify them and Quinlan may be asked to try 
on the trousers and shirt. The police attach 
considerable importance to the find and 
claim it is evidence enough that murder was 
committed in the “castle.” The clothes 
were found in the room that was used by 
Belknap when he lived in the place and was 
occupied by Conner and his family when they 


| lived together and by Mrs. Conner until she 


disappeared so mysteriously Christmas day, 
1891. Whether the lood was caused by the 
scuffle in which Mrs. Conner is supposed to 
have engaged with her murderer is a matter 
of conjecture with the police, who are satis* 
fied that the stains are blood and that they 
are from a human being.

The residue 
ums on the surface and collects dust and 
debrie; and altogether the hardwood floor. 
which has be n well laid by the carpenter, is a 
source of discomfort and disappointment. 

European housekeepers suffer from none of 
these disadvantages, because they try none of 
these experiments. The European floor is a 
floor of parquetry. It is made by glueing 
together thicknesses of hardwood on a pine 
backmg, a method by which they obtain a 
stronger and more durable floor than 
when a thick floor of hard wood alone 
is. used, for every builder knows 
that the best door is not one 
of solid hardwood, but one of two thick 
nesses of hardwood over a pine core. These 
doors are naturally more expensive, because 
they are more trouble to make. So the 
yeneered floor is more durable, though a 
very excellent floor may be laid in hardwoods 
seven-eighths thick over a rough floor of 
pine, providing the wood has been properly 
sessoned. Or u thinner floor may be laid 
over a perfectly level floor of pine. 

A great many American families attempt 
to take care of a hardwood floor without a 
brush. This is a waste of much laborious 
energy. work can be accomplished by 
the use of a brick wrapped in flannel and then 
in cotton, but it cannot be properly accom- 
plished except by a strong man, while an 
ordinary servant can readily wield the 
twenty-two-pound brush, which sells in our 
shops at from $3.50 to $4, ana with care will 
last many years. It should be passed first 
across the grain of the wood. Then the floor 

should be vigorousiy polished with the grain 
of the wood. 

Finally a piece of old carpet is laid down 
and the floor is polished under this. A prop- 
erly cared-for floor 2 be polished with 
the brush once a week. It should not be re- 
waxed oftener than once a month or once in 
two or three months, according to the amount 
of wear on it. After a certain period of time 
it may be necessary to scrape the floor and 
apply some kind of restorer, though this 
should be hardly required unless the floor has 
been improrerly dressed. 

Ot course the best way of polishing such a 
_ is in the foreign fashion with a brush 
to one foot of a robust man, who 
fren about until the surface gieams 
marble. But this method is not often 
ble in this country except in those 
re there are foreign men-

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METHOD OF GARBAGE OREMATION 
FOR 25 OENTS A TON. 


Where the Chicago Committee Ex- 
amined Its Workings—Will Submit u 
Report to the Mayor on the Result of 
Their Investigations—Illinois Central Is 


duct«Test Borings for a Water Tunnel. 


House garbage can be cremated and re- 
duced to a minimum quantity of ashes ata 
cost of 25 centsa ton. This is done at Pitts- 
burg, Pa., every day and has been for six 
years, 80 there is no experiment or guess work 
about it. When the fact. that the cheapest 
trial yet made in Chicago showed an average 
cost of 80 cents a ton for work which was not 
so satisfactory as that done in Pittsburg the 
advantages of the system in-use in that city 
are apparent. Experts hold that at 40 cents 
a ton for cremation is the most economical 
way of disposing of garbage. and now that it 
has been demonstrated the work can be suc- 
cessfully done for 25 cents the solution of 
one of the most vexatious and expensive prob- 
lems in the city management seems to be 
within sight. 

Ald. M. B. Madden and Dr. John B. Hamil- 
ton, who made a visit of inspection to the 
Pittsburg plant in behalf of the city, are pre- 
paring a report covering their investigations 
and opinions, which will probably be submit- 
ted to Mayor Swift Wednesday. Pending the 
turning over of this report neither Mr. Mad- 
den nor Dr. Hamilton care to talk about the 
‘result of their trip, as they wish the Mayor to 
have the iitet infotmation from them. It is 
known, however, that both men are satisfied 
the Pi baden plan is the most complete 
and 1 pensive of the many garbage 
crematory schemes to which public at- 
tention has been called, and there is no 
known reason why it cannot be used in Chi- 
cago with equally good results. 

In Pittsburg the Ryder furnace is in opera- 
tion, and has been for over six years. This 
furnace generates 2,300 degrees of heat with 
a small amount of coal as fuel, the dried gar. 
bage being nade to contribute to the fire and 
incredse the combustion by the ignition of 
gases given off in the drying process. For 
coal and attendance theaverage cost of de- 
stroying garbage as shown by the city rec- 
ords ia 25 centsaton. ‘The plant itself is 
economical, the cost fora furnace with a ca- 
pacity for burning forty tons of garbage ev- 
ery sixteen hours being about $8,000. It is 
estimated that ten such machines, working 
sixteen hours a day, would cremate alt the 
vegetable refuse in Chicago, provided the 
people could be educated to a separation of 
garbage from ashes, the mixing of which has 
in the past been a serious detriment to the 
successful working of such furnaces as have 
been tried. 

The visitors to Pittsburg saw the machine 
in plain, every-day operation. There was no 
special preparation for a trial, and the work 
done was a fair test of the plant's 
capacity and usefulness. Garbage, 
green and dripping wet, just as it was taken 
from the street boxes, was dumped into the 
furnace and consumed to an &sh in twenty 
minutes, this being the time required to de- 
stroy all the furnace would hold. There was 
a good fire in the grate, and, after the rece 
tacle had been jammed fuli of green stu 
such as comes from the kitchens of most 
fumilies, two shovels of coal were added, the 
drafts turned on, and in just twenty minutes 
there was nothing left but ashes and the at- 
tendants were ready to shovel in another load. 


VAN BUREN STREET VIADUCT GOES, 


Illinois Central Workmen Tearing Down 
the Structure Kent Is Waiting. 

Taking Commissioner Kent at his word the 
Illinois Central managers yesterday began 
the work of tearing down and removing the 
viaduct over the company’s tracks at Van 
Buren street.

Com- 
missioner Kent was asked yesterday what 
provision he intended to make for people to 
get across the tracks now that the viaduct is 
being taken away.

What might have 
occurred had an attempt been made to cut 
through the fence is another matter.

TEST BORINGS FOR THE NEW TUNNEL. 


Lake Bottom Will Be Examined for a 
Suitable Route. 

Contracts were awarded yesterday to Far- 
ley & Green at $6.85 a foot for test borings 
in the lake between Twelfth and Division 
streets, by means of which it is expected to 
establish the best location for the new water 
tunnel. This new tunnel is to supply the 
Northwest Side, and is to be constructed some- 
where between the present two and a half and 
four-mile mains if possible. No decision as 
to the location of the intake as regards dis- 
tance from the shore has been made, but 
borings will be made all the way from two to 
four miles out from the shore tine.

William II. Merrill Jr., electrician of the Na- 
tional Roard of Fire Underwriters, has completed 
the eighth report of his bureau, covering fires due 
to electrical causes, for the last three months. 
Mr. Merrill secures, in addition to the reports of 
the Chicago inspectors, these of other cities in the 
United States, but the entire feld cannot be cov- 
ered and, too, there are many fires which the evi- 
dence goes to prove are the result of electricity, 
but about which there is some doubt, and these are 
omitted from the record, Some idea of the extent 
of fires from this cause’ may be gained from a 
perusal of the report, which Includes 116 such fires. 
Seme of these are interesting as showing causes 
which have not heretofore been credited to elec- 
tricity. One of these is the danger arising from 
mcta!lie sodium, which has been found in consid- 
erable quantities about electrical installation, In 
a recent examination made by an Inspector for the 
bureau the following was found: 

Nor some time past a slight smoke has been 
ncticed issuing from the casing about the electric 
light wires in the basement, where they enter from 
the street. When the insurance Inspectors arrived 
and the casing was removed it was found that a 
peculiar substance had aceumuilated about the 
wires which, when moistened and struck with any 
hard substance, would give off flashes of fire. All 
around this point the woodwork was covered with 
a thick liquid, which had dried in places to a white 
substance resembling discolored salt, and which 
was slippery to the touch and strongly corrosive. 
The wood itself was soft and badly discolored. 

The deposit discovered abéut the wires prdved 
upon analysis to be mainly metallic sodium. 
Métallic sodium is a substance very difficult to 
obtain except by the aid of the electric current. 
It is exceedingly combustible and upites so readily 
with water that its presence in a damp ceilar 
wceuld be impossible under ordinary conditions. 
When it unites with water hydrogen gas it civen 
off. and at the same time a considerable amount 
of heat is generated. Under certain conditions 
this heat would be sufficient to ignite the hydrogen 
gas. Hydrogen gas and air will form an explosive 
mixture. Hence the greatest danger lies in the 
liability of an explosion if the gas should become 
ignited. 

The explanation of the appearance in a damn 
cellar of a substance so combustible and unstable 
in the presence of moisture as metallic sodium is 
given as follows: The metallic sodium was un- 
doubtedly the product of an electrolytic decompo- 
sition of impure sodium hydrate. This sodium 
hydrate came from the cement mortar used in lay- 


paved street (Washington street), immediately 
adjacent. 

The electric current which caused the electro- 
lytic action was due to a leak inside the easing 
from one of the mains to another. The leak was 
porduced by the action of the sodium hydrate on 
the insulating covering of the wires. 

There is apparently danger from blowing out 
electric lights as well as gas. One of the reports 
made to the bureau was that of a man who was 
stopping at a hotel illuminated by incandescent 
lights. He was not familiar with the apparatus 
and he attempted to blow it out on retiring. Fall- 
ing in this he wrapped a towel about it and went 
to sleep. Some time in the night the towel caught 
fire, and burning particles dropped to the floor and 
set fire to it. The trouble was discovered before any 
great damage was done to the building, and the 
fire was extinguished. The occupant was taken 
out unconscious and the mechanism of the light 
was shown to him before he Was given another 
room 

There is good evidence to show that the trolley is 
a source of danger. One of the causes reported is 
that of a cross between a telephone and a trolley 
Wire. Some workmen in chopping down a tree at 
the corner of an alley let it drop directly across a 
bank of telephone wires and a number of them 
were forced down on a trolley wire. Fires, were 
caused in a number of houses where telephones 
were in use connected with the wires which fell 
across the trolley. Four of the transmitters were 
burned out, and in the central station the switch 
board was ignited. In one dwelling the telephone 
wires were melted under the floor, and in another 
house a woman was severely burned in trying to 
extinguish the fire. A similar case was reported 
where a telephone wire was allowed to drop across 
a trolley and eight telephones were burned and 
the switch board at the central station was ignit- 
ed. The trolley pole on an electric car raised the 
trolley from the poles and caused it to come in con- 
tact with a telephone cable, and seventy-five tele- 
phones were burned out. A few cases were report- 
ed where trolley wires interfered with firemen in 
putting out fires which had not been caused by 
electricity.

Manager 
Dutton of the Firemen’s Fund, Manager Dornin 
of the National of Hart and the Springfield, 
and Manager Grant of the North British and Mer- 
cantile were the San Francisco representatives, 
and Manager Lamy of the Western of Toronto 
and Manager Holman of the Commercial Union 
were the Denver members of the conference. From 
Chicago were Mr. Heywood, Mugene Cary, J. 8. 
Belden, and Conrad ,Witkowsky. Mr. Heywood 
reports the meeting was as harmonious as one 
could be where there were the diversity of interests 
to meet. The rate war that has been on on the Pa- 
cific coast is not likely to spread to the east of the 
Rocky Mountains.

It may have 
been an event in which unexpected good 
fortune turned the tide of local con- 
ditions to greater «prosperity; it may 
have been an appalling calamity or 
bigh hon ors suddenly thrust upon some citi- 
zen; it may have been a strange freak of 
nature, the discovery of gold, the raining of 
frogs, or one at u hundred other things. Po- 
litical contests, notable litigations. horrible 
murders have their prominence at certain 
times and in various places. 

In Southern Indiana, as an example, tnere 
are certain sections where crimes committed 
almost without number and in nearly every 
conceivable manner form the chief and alto- 
gether most generally elucidated topic when 
the people want to tell about their country 
and its t record, 

Probably one of . the richest sections in lore: 
of this character lies adjacent to and immedi- 
ately surrounding Seymour, a flourishing lit- 
tle city of 8.000 people, situated in Jackson 
County, Lynching affairs seem to have been 
the favorite specialty there, and there is a time- 
honored saying among the unregenerate that 
no young man should be allowed to vote until 
he has taken part in one or two lynchings. 

Not long ago the writer’s path led through 
Seymour, where he was compelled to linger 
forty hours. He had not been in the town 
long before an agreeable gentleman named 
a dozen or more lawless individuals, once 
resident there, who had been sent out of this 
world at the end of a rope without either the 
benefit of clergy or anything in the shape of 
civil law to give their going legal sanction. 

It was an inquiry for facts regarding a re- 
cent crime that brought out this unsolicited 
but nevertheless rather refreshing bit of in- 
formation, ‘he agreeable individual wanted 
to create the impression that when vircum- 
stances were of such an aggravated character 
as to require extreme measures Jackson 
County was always equal to the emergency. 

It was found necessary, while there, to 
make a night drive from eymour to Brown- 
town, the county seat; twelve miles distant, 
and back. The. services of a man who deals 
in bleudhounds was secured to make the trip.

ALL 8UGAR DEALERS IN A DILEMMA. 


Tired of Selling at a Loss, but Refuse to 
Combine with the Trust, 

Sugar jobbers are wrestling with the prob- 
lem of how to stop selling sugar at a loss and 
still not enter into a combination that might 
be called in question. 

Saturday night representatives of the sugar 
truet and the New York State Wholesale 
Grocers’ Association were at the Auditorium 
and asked representatives of the leading job- 
bers and wholesale grocers of Chicago to 
meet them for an informal conference. The 
call was responded to by some of the houses. 

The trust and the Eastern people com- 
plained that Chicago dealers were selling 
sugar all over the country at prices which the 
Eastern men found difficult to meet and the 
Chicago grocers acknowledged they were 
placing the sugar at prices which showed a 
loss. 

No satisfactory arrangement was made and 
all that was decided on was an effort to hold 
another conference some time this meet. 

However, leading wholesale grocers were 
of the opinion yesterday it would be impossi- 
ble to get the local trade together, and no 
meeting could be held. 

The pian of the sugar trust is to foiet upon 
Chicago people an old proposition whereby 
the local dealers would act simply. as factors 
for the trust, forwarding to the trust within 
thirty days after the receipt of goods the 
amount of the invoice less 1 per cent trade 
discount on 100-barrel lots, with the 
right deduct per cent 
vciitional 1 if the forwarding of cash is done 
in seven days. he sugar would be billed in 
the uame of the grocer, but in reality only as 
a factor, and the trust would not assume any 
risks. The dealer would not do allowed to 
sell sugar either directiy or indirectly at less 
than the trust’s cally quotations with freight 
added from the refinery to the point of sale. 

If these conditions were observed the trust 
would allow the grocer a commission of one- 
eighth of a cent per pound. 

At present the rebate or commission is one- 
sixteenth of a cent more or three-sixteenths 
of a cent, and the trust was willing to give up 

one-sixteenth of a cent to go into a gen- 
eral fund for maintaining the local associa- 


tion. 

While the trade here is anxious to reclaim a 
demoralized sugar market the proposition of 
the trust is regarded as obnoxious, and the 
trade is as much at sea as ever. 

was present at the meeting of the su — 
men atthe Auditorium, said Abel P. 
ham of Sprague, Warner & Co., but meth. 
ing was done which would prove satisfactory 
to us. We are against all combinations of any 
kind or description to fix prices. Mr. Sprague 
is out of town and no action can be taken by 
our house till he returns, but I do not believe 
a further meeting by the trade here can be 
held, To show how demoralized the trade is 
I can state that we soid sugar last week at a 
loss of 40 to 45 cents per barrel.’ 

Tom Watson, manager of Franklin Mac- 
Veagh & Co.'s sugar department, said: ‘I 
do not believe any good will come of efforts 
toward an agreement. Cutting seems to be 
inevitable. The sugar costs us net 4% cents, 
and at the close of last week we sold it at 
4\¢ cents. We get a rebate of 3-16 cent 
from the refining company, which covers the 
freight from New York here.”’ 

E. L. Wedeles of the Steele-Wedeles com- 
pany said a combination would be impossible 
to secure, and the trust could not make the 
local trade accept any agreement from 
choice, 

William A. Havemeyer, local representative 
of the.tfust, stated the Auditorium conference 
was practically a failure, and he could not ex- 

ress any hope of an improvement in the 

ocal situation, because the local jobbers 
were 4 to their own best interests. 

The W. M. Hoyt company is one of the 
thorns in the side of the sugar trade of the 
country. The house loaded up with sugar 
when the price was ata low ebb last year and 
has: been cutting prices right and left, because 
it was not omges ed to buy sugar of the trust at 
the advance. The house took the stand yes- 
terday that it would sell sugars at its own 
prices, itrespeciive of what local grocers or 
the trust might do,
